How Children Helped. 
Ia this connection the following sug- 
gestion has been received: 

“The great work done by the late Dr, 
Barnardo in London was largely sup- 
ported by little groups of young people 
who were organized into an association 
called the Young Helpers’ league. 
Among its members were several thou- 
snd children in various parts of Dng- 
land, who in all sorts of ways raised 
money to pay, in considerable part, the 
cost of sending 1,500 English orphans to 
fod new homes in Caneda each year. 

“In the*grent world emergency which 
tow exists and which Tus Trizsune is 
frying to help meet, what could be more 
itting than that the children of Chi- 
m@go and the middle west generally 
should take an active part in raising the 
money which is to bring other little chil- 
dren out of the zone of danger and dis- 
fees to find new homes im the United 
Btates?

PRINCE OF WALES REACHES 


Achieves Ambition, Once Frus- 
trated by Kitchener—Will Join 
French’s Staff. 


LONDON, Nov. 16—The Prince of 
Wales has achieved his ambition to go 
to the front. He reached Boulogne today 
on his way to join the headquarters staff 
in France. He was received by Prince Ar- 
thur of Connaught. The Prince of Wales 
wished to go to the front at the outbreak 
of the war, but Lord Kitchener would not 
allow him to go. 
The prince has joined the staff of Field 
Marehel Sir John French. 
The news that the heirtothe throne had 
been permitted to carry out the royal tra- 
dition as an army leader has been re- 
ceived with great satiafaction by the 
newapapers, which express the belief that 
tt will stimulate recruiting. 
It i# pointed out that the Prince of 
Wales waethe first officer enrolled in the 
army after the outbreak of the war, as he 
volunteered for service goon after mid- 
night Aug. 4 end was assigned to the 
Third bettalion of the Grenadier guards.

The first of the many benefits expected 
to be derived from the new regione] re- 
serve bank system came almost simul- 
taneously with the opening of the doors of 
the new Federal Reserve bank of Chi- 
cago yesterday in the form of an ap- 
nouncement that the interest rate on col- 
lateral demand loans will be reduced by 
the larger national —e 
7 to 6 per cent, 
This reduction on commercial paper, e 
sure sign of the lifting of the general 


try due to the easing of the money mar- 
ket bears out the prediction made in 
THES Tribune about ten days ago by 
George M. Reynolds, president of the 
Continental and Commercial National 
bank. 

Will Stimulate Building. 
Another immediate result probably will 
be the resumption of building operations 
in Chicago. Many large projects were 
abandoned when the money stringency 
gripped the country with the declaration 
of war last August. 
Borrowers at the larger banks probebly 
will receive notification of the reduction 
today er tomorrow. 
With the local reserve bank standing 
ready to rediscount the commercial pa- 
per of 971 banks in Illinois, lowa, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, and. Indiana, and to 
release approximately $25,000,000 in cash, 
formerly held in the reserve vaults of 
the national banks, all gilt edged securi~ 
ties may be converted into ready money 
at once.

Money Point to Renewed 
Prosperity, Redfield says. 


Weshington, D. C., Nov. 16.—All infor- 
mation reaching governmental depart- 


terprise in the United States when the 
war storm burst in Durope is slowly draw- 
ing aside and glimpses of present and 
coming proeperity are visible. 

The hopeful outlook for American ven- 
tures was summarized today by Secre- 


tary of Commerce Redfield in a letter to 
the chamber of commerce of the United 
States in which he declared: 


“Let the worst be said and admitted 


that can be said reepecting existing busi- 
ness difficulties in America, our condition 
still remaing not only relatively bright, 
but rapidly improving and in many re- 
aspects both prosperous and promising. 


No Need for Money Worry. 
“The payment of our foreign obliga- 
tions ig no longer cause for serious worry, 


since an import excess of $20,000,000 in |" 
August has been changed to an export 
excess of approximately $60,000,000 in 
October. This favorable process contin- 
ues, and there is every indication that it 
is likely to continue long.

BLAME FOR MINES 


Made on Charges of Brit 
aln and Germany. 


LONDON, Nov. 16-—A report has 
reached here from Washington to the 
effect that the United States hag tn- 
structed Mr. Page, the American am- 
basgsador here and Mr. Gerard, American 
ambassador at Berlin, to obtain the fullest 
information as to the responsibility for 
the laying of mines in the North sea. 
This news will be welcomed here, ae the 
British attitude is that whatever mines 
the English have laid have been neces- 
sary as counter moves to the activities 
of the Germane in this direction, 


Refers to British Protest. 

The British government regrets that 

Germany forced % to counter mine lay- 
ing. This view was expressed in a pro- 
test issued by the foreign office on Bapt. 
26 to all neutral nations, 
Up to the date of this protest mines had 
been found as far as fifty miles from the 
coast. They had caused the destruction 
of eight neutral and seven British mer- 
chantmen and fishing vessels and the 
death of sixty neutral persons. 


Says Danger Is Wide Sown. 

“ Not only,” continued the British pro- 
test, “ has the German government neg-~ 
lected to take every possible precaution 
for the safety of,neutral shipping, but 
it has deliberately sown danger in its 
track. The mined sones have not been 
kept under observation, nor notice given 
of the locality of the mines.” 

In view of Great Britain'seettituds from 
the beginning of hostilities, any inquiry 
on the part of the United States as tothe 
responsibility for mine laying will be 
heartily welcomed.

REPORT SHOWS U. S. ARMY’S 
HEALTH BEST IN HISTORY. 


Gained 253,118 Days “Lost Time” 
© During Year—Gorgas Urges. Re- 
- forms, However. 


Washington, 'D. C., Nov. 16.—[{Special.] 
~The annual report of Gen. Gorgas, sur- 
geon general of the army, shows that 
‘health conditions have improved greatly 
during the last year. The army has suf- 
fered through the illness of its soldiers far 
less than at any other time in ita history. 

Through the improved health of the 
men the army gained 253,118 days pre- 
viously lost through suffering from one 
disease. This meant an actual monetary 
saving of approximately $190,000, accord- 
ing tothe report. . 

Gen. Gorgas, notwithstanding these im- 


. provements, urges a strict reorganization 


of the army hospital corps for the preser- 
vation of its efficiency. He says the 
greatest trouble now is that there is ne 
inducement in the pay offered to attract 
intelligent men into the service.

Berlin says there wae only slight activ- 
ity because of the snowstorm. Paris 
announced that the Germans, in at- 
tempting ‘to cross the canal near Dix- 
mude, were thrust back, while the allies 
recaptured several strategic points, re- 
pulsed two German attacks southeast of 
Ypres and destroyed a German regiment 
south of Bixschoote. 

The Germans are now adopting the new 
open formation when attacking. Pos- 
sibly this reduces casualties, but the at- 
tacks are no more successful. 

The battle has become lees severe be- 
cause of the blizzards which have swept 
the trenches and brought great suffering 
to the wounded as well as to the men in 
the fields. A large area of West Flanders 
around Dixmude has been flooded by the 
heavy raine and is no man’s land for 
fighting. 


French Official] Statement. 

The text of the statement given out in 
Paris follows: 

“Along the Yser canal, from Nieuport 
to Dixmude, the fighting was limited to 
artillery exchanges. The inundated terri- 
tory now stretches to the south of Dix- 
mude to a point three miles north of Bix- 
schoote. 

“The forces of the enemy, which en- 
deavored to cross the canal bet ween Dix- 
mude and Bixechoote, were driven back 
beyond the bridges. A German regiment 
was completely destroyed at a point to the 
south of Bixschoote. 

“To the southeast of Ypres two other 
German attacks were repulsed. On our 
part. we have taken the offensive and 
reconquered certain points of support. 

* In the Argonne, the town of St. Hubert 
again has been attacked by the Germans, 
but without success. In the region of St. 
Mihiel a surprise attack by the enemy 
against Apremont resulted in failure." 


“Denies Losses in Argonne. 

A semil-official explanation of the 
French position in the forest of Argonne 
was given out in Paris this afternoon. It 
said: : 

“ The fighting line has not changed per- 
ceptibly in the last two months. The 
French and German trenches are sep- 
arated at some points by a distance not 
exceeding fifty yards. Infantry fire is con- 
stantly going on, while all the expedients 
of siege operations are being. utilized. 
Daily engagements occur, resulting some- 
times in bending either the French or the 
German lines back for a distance of 150 
yards. 

“The casualties have been heavy for 
both armies, but the German losses cer- 
tainly have been greater than those of 
the French.”’ 

This explanation was brought forth by 
the publication in the German press of 
a statement to the effect that the French 
had been driven out of the Argonne, 
while the siege of Verdun was proceed- 
ing. Regarding the latter statement, it is 
declared that the French are advancing.

Nations, races, cities, 
and individuals are divided today by 
rancor and selfishness more than they are 
by political frontiers. The lack of re- 
ciprocal charity is causing a lack of re- 
spect for authority. 

“Love does not alter differences be- 
tween social classes, but it makes those 
above inclined toward the humble with 
Christian virtues, most of all with justice, 
while the humble trust their superiors, 
awaiting brotherly assistance from 
them.”

CRUISER GLASGOW SAFE 


BERLIN, Nov. 16.—According to infor- 
mation given officially to the press today, 
reports reaching Berlin from Geneva set 
forth that the Britis» torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Falcon, the cruiser Brilliant, and 
the sloop of war Rina'do have been dis- 
abled by German guns on the Belgian 
coast. 

‘The Falcon is a torpedo boat destroyer, 
210 feet long, launched in 1889. It hasa 
speed of thirty knots, a compiement of 
sixty men, and has two eighteen inch 
torpedo tubes. 

The light cru‘ver Briliant was launched 
in 1891. It is 300 feet long, has a comple- 
ment of 273 men, and carries two six 
inch and six 4.7 inch guna. 


Believe Canopus Is Safe. 
LONDON, Nov. 16.—Winston Spencer 
Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, said 
in the house of commons today that he 
had every reason to believe that the Brit- 
ish battleship Canopus was safe. There 
has been some anxiety concerning this 
vessel since it joined the squadron in the 
Pacific previous to the engagement off 
the Chilean coast, in which the cruisers 
Good Hope and Monmouth were lost. 


Glasgow at Rio Janeiro.

It is said that Japan will insist thet her 
citizens shall be given rights similar to 
those enjoyed by citizens of all other 
nations, or else that the American open 
door shall be closed to Buropeans, just as 
it is now closed to Aasiatica. 

Japan's contention undoubtedly will be 
more embarrassing to the edministration 
than ever before. The close of the Euro- 
pean war probably will see a great emi- 
gration from Europe to the United States. 
Many of those who come will be most de- 
sirable persons. On the other hand, 
Japan will have strong diplomatic assist- 
ance to force her claims because she #0 
promptly joined the alles. 


Japan’s Arms Unoccupied. 

The most serious factor in the situation 
at the present is the idleness of Japan's 
armed forces. Her navy is scouring the 
Pacific for a small squadron of German 
ships. Japan probably will run these to 
cover shortly. Her army has just cap- 
tured Tsing Tau and there appears to 
be nothing else for it to do in the war

German Infantrymen Suffer. 


“ So far the German infantrymen have 


| been the chief sufferers from the tactics 


employed. On Wednesday, Nov. 4, they 
renewed the attack east of Ypres, but 
their effort bore no resemblance to those 
which preceded &, being more in the 
nature.of a demonstration In force tha» 
a serious attempt to drive in our line, and 
was beaten off with ease. By then our 
men had been reinforced, had enjoyed 
some rest, and had had time to improve 
their trenches in different ways. 

“Farther to the south, on our left 
center, the French advanced under cover 
of our guns and made some progress, in 
spite of the heavy fire brought to bear on 
them from the enemy’s masked batteries. 
On our center all was quiet. 


Indian Troops Score Victory. 

* On the right, our Indian troops scored 
@ success by capturing and filling in some 
trenches in which the enemy had estab- 
Mshed himself, only fifty yards from our 
lines, under cover of some heavy artillery 
brought up after dark. 

“ On our extreme left, one of our howlt- 
zer batteries, whose fire was being most 
effectively directed, selected as its first 


* target a farm from which a machine gun 


was harassing our infantry. It scored a 
hit at the first round and knocked out th 
machine gun. 
' “The second target wae a house occu- 
d by snipers. This was set on fire by 
a shell, and when the occupants bolted 
they came under the rapid fire of the in- 
fantry. 

“ The third target was another bullding, 
‘from which the Germans were driven and 
then were caught In the open by shrapnel, 
One of our heavy batteries also obtained 
several direct hits on the enemy’s guns. 


Teutons Keep Up Bombardment. 

“Thursday was another comparative- 
hy quiet day, *here being no attempt at an 
tnfanfry attack against any point of our 
position... Southeast of Ypres the Ger- 
mane maintained a heavy bombardment 
of one section of our front, but generally 
epeaking their artillery fire was not se 
heavy a@ KR had been somewhat to the 
south. 

“The French made slight progress and 
recaptured some ground farther to the 
south. Two villages which the enemy 
had captured and their line of ridge close 
by were heavily bombarded by British 
and French.—artillery from the high 
ground to the west. The effect of this 
cannonade could be seen to some extent 
though the villages under fire were par- 
tially obscured from view by the smoke

“Farther south our seroplanes 
those of the French scored a success by 
partially destroyirig two of the old forts 
at Lille. Form Englos was blown up on 
the ¢th, and Fort Carnot on the 5th.

“On Friday, the 6th, the attack was 
renewed south of the Menin-Ypres high- 
road, but was repulsed without difficulty. 
Against the southeast of Ypres, which 
town had been subjected to a bombard- 
ment during the night and was also 
shelled during the day, a fairly strong 
advance was mede in the afternoon, and 
the enemy gained some ground. | 

“ The French, however, made a counter 
stroke, supported by us, and by nightfall 
had recovered all the lost ground. 


Battle Seesaw Affair. 

“On Saturday, the 8th, on our left, the 
enemy in the afternoon again attacked on 
the east and southeast of Ypres, along 
the Menin road. Our line wae et one 
point forced back, but the ground lost 
was regained after a few minutes. 

“ About 4 o'clock in the afternoon the 
Germans appeared to be massing oppo- 
site our line southeast of Ypres, and the 
pressure was for a time severe, although 
the attack was not driven home. 

“Slightly farther to fie south fight- 
ing continued with unabated fury and 
resulted in gaine to the aliles. About 400 
of the enemy advanced from the cover of 
& wood against the French. Half of them, 
with the most reckless bravery, came on 
to close querters and were all shot or 
bayoneted. 

“A tremendous cannonade was main- 
tafned by both sides in this direction, the 
allies pouring a hail of shells all along 
the ridge facing them, held by the Ger- 
mans, and the latter bombarding some 
high ground and the valley to the east of 
it in our possession, 


Take German Machine Guns. 

“ Three machine guns were captured by 
us during the day. On the center there 
was‘a recrudescence of activity on the 
enemy's part. During the previous night 
some six battalions of Saxons had suc- 
ceeded In capturing some of our trenches, 
only to be driven out by a counter attack, 
which resulted in one officer and seventy 
men being taken prisoners. .. 

“ The Germans, however, refused to ac- 
cept defeat and returning to the charge 
again occupied some of our trenches and 
penetrated into the wood. They were 
again Counter attacked and cleared out 
of the wood, but continued In possession 
of parts of our Iftne and also some houses 
which commanded them. 

“Farther south the enemy again be- 
haved with great boldness, sapping up to 
within a short distance of our trenches. 
Some of the prisoners captured on this 
day were very young. They stated that 
their corps had lately been brought up to 
strength with recruits who had received 
only a few weeks’ training. 


Sunday Always Day of Action. 

“ Throughout the recent fighting, Sun- 
day has proved a day of activity, and the 
8th of November was no exception to the 
rule. In the morning to the southeast cf 
Ypres the French continued to give us 
considerable support and pressed forward. 
At 2:30 p. m. the daily attack on our line 
was made, this time in force to the north 
of the Menin-Ypree high road, and again 
the «enemy succeocded temporarily in 
plercing our front. They were driven 
back, however, and all the ground lost by 
us was regained before dark. 

‘In front of our right center the enemy 
fell back slightly, while farther south, to 
the north of the Lys, he continued to 
occupy the trenches and houses he had 
secured, but was unable to reinforce this 
point.and so consolidate his position, for 
the ground was swept by the fire of our 
guns and enfiladed from our trenches. 

“To the south of the Lys the German 


“ On the whole there is evidence to show 


privations of campeigning and thet the 
middie aged men lack ardor. Yet with 
this handicap they stil? fight with a stub- 
bornness and recklessness that is remark- 
able. 

“ The following two incidents will serve 
to illustrate their courage: During the 
fighting near Ypres a force consisting of 
about one company of infantry was en- 
filadea by one of our machine guns, with 
the result that they were al! killed except 
six men, who crawied away wounded. 
The bodies ley in a regular row. 

“After nightfall another company, 
nothing daunted, advanced and dug them- 
selves in on the line upon which the bodies 
of their comrades were lying. 

“ Again, on Nov. 4, some of the enemy's 
cavalry at dusk charged a trench held by 
the French. Every horse was killed, but 
those riders who were not hit continued 


and charged on foot, the last survivors 
being siain on the parapet of the trench. 


Obtain Remarkable Results. 

“ Whatever deterioration there may be 
in the material now being drafted into the 
ranks of our enemy, it must be admitted 
that the Prussian war machine, acting on 
a nation previously inured to the sternest 
discipline, has obtained the most remarkg 
able results. 

“The Germans have up to the present 
time been able to make good their losses. 
to continue to deliver repeated blows with 
fresh men when required and where re- 
quired, and to concentrate large forces in 
different directions. 

“It is true that a considerable propor- 
tion of the masses recently thrown into 
the field against the British has consisted 
of hastily trained and immature men, but 
the great fact remains that these ill as- 
sorted levies have: not hesitated to ad- 
vance againet highly trained troops. 

“In spite of lack of officers, in spite of 
inexperience, boys of 16 and 17 have faced 
our guns, have marched steadily up to 
the muzzies of our rifies, and have met 
death In droves without fiinching.”’

CHICAGO’S POOR R LOSE NOTHING. | 
BY EDITH BROWN KIRKWOOD. 

It is significant that the people: most | 
closely in touch with the children’s chari- | 
ties of Chicago are the ones most deeply | 
in sympathy with the movement to bring | 
the war.orphans to America. 

“It is true we have our own poor,” said 


’ one of these women yesterday, “ but Chi- | 


cago never yet has left her poor to starve. | 
The war orphons of Europe are starving. 
That in itself should be reason enough for 
our immediate help.”’ 

This has been the expression of the ma- | 
jority of the older workers, but it re- 
mained for three of the younger women - 
identified with three of the biggest chari- 
ties in the city to give voice to the eame 
idea yesterday. 


Will Care for Own. 

Miss Grace Dixon thinks “every one 
will take care of his own charities, 
whether or not he adds another.” 

“ The responsiveness of the American 
people is something splendid,”’ Miss Dixon 
explained. “ And this is particularly true 
of Ohicagoans. I have many eastern 
friends who are interested in eaetern 
charities, and they look upon Chicagoans 
as quite wonderful in this matter. They 
tell me they cannot succeed in getting the 
response from the easterners we receive 
from Chicagoans. If bread is cast upon 
the water, I do not wonder that Chicago 
seems to be a land of plenty; do you? 
There is s0 much to be returned. 

“The idea of bringing over the war 
orphans ig a tremendous proposition. The 

immensity of the work is almost ep- 
palling, but at that I do not believe our 
own will be neglected. I have not found 
that the support given the charities in 
which I am interested has decreased this 
year; in fact, I would say instead it has 
been unustally generous. And if the real 
little orphans over there can be reached 
and are needing help, it seeme to me they 
deserve attention.” 


How Service Club Started. 

Miss Dixon's chief interest is in the 
Service club, one of the organizations 
of high standing in Chicago. . Some years 
ago its original members were formed of 
@ group of little girls who composed a 
Sunday school class on the south side. | 
The teacher one bright Sunday morning 
told them the story of Christ’s service and 
humility, and the tenor of the golden text’ 
of the lesson was that no man was greeter 
than the service he rendered the world. 
At the close of the lesson the little girls 
anxiously inquired of their teacher 
whether it was not possible for them to 
be of some “ service in the worid.”’ 

The Service club was organized then 
and there. The original membership hag 
been increased and many times it has 
changed, but always it is composed of 
young women. Most of the first members 
now have small girls of their own age at 
the time of the organization of the Service 
club, but the work of the club never has 
wavered. Yearly it gives generously to the 
children’s charities, and, not forgetting 
its first idea, it seeks to be of service te 
individuals in need as well. It has been 
a splendid force in the city’s good work.

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 16.-[Spectal.]— 
With a parting shot at the Congressional 
ynion, the adoption of several resolutions 
ani the election of Dr. Anna Howard 
sew and the entire administration 
ticket, the annual convention of the Na- 
tional American Suffrage association ad- 
journed today. 

The arraignment of the Congressional 
gnion, which is opposing the National's 
policy, was embodied in a resolution in- 
troduced by Mrs. George Bass of Chicago. 
The resolution was directed against the 
poliey of the union in attacking the Dem- 
oratic party. 

The resolution as adopted reads: 

“Resolved, That the National Amer- 
an Woman Suffrage associaton go on 
record as absolutely opposed to holding 
any political party responsible for the 
acts and opinions of its individual mem- 
bers or any individual public official or 
candidate responsible for the action of his 
party majority.” 

Will Not Bind State Bodies. 

The convention previously had passed a 
recommendation reaffirming its nonpar- 
tsanship. The convention, however, did 
not take any action directing or request- 
ing the state organizations to follow any 
one policy, though Dr. Shaw had ex- 
pressed a desire that some action be taken 
which would prevent thiem from carry- 
ing Out the policies of the Congressidnal 
union in instances where it affected suf- 
frage outside their own states. 


Closing Ses##on Peaceful. 

The closing session was the most peace- 
ful of the several held by the convention. 
A g@0adly amount of business was trans- 
acted with less speechmaking than at 
‘any meeting since the delegates con- 


ened. 
Among the resolutions adopted were 
the following: 

That the national association urge 
cOmgress to take up at once the 
amendments now pénding in congress 
for the enfranchisement of women. 

That the national association urge 
upon congress the immediate enact- 
ment of such legislation as shall pro- 
tect ‘the rights of itsgwomen citizens 
who marry unnaturalized foreigners. 

That the national asgooiation peti- 
tion congress to protect women 
against state denial of the rights of 
titisens of the United States to vote 
forp members of congress, presidential 
electors, and United States senators, 
by making federal laws in pursuance 
of the clause of the fourteenth amend- 
ment of our national constitution 
Which says that no state shall make 
or enforce- any law which shall 
abridge the privileges of citizens of 
the United States. 

That all women be urged to en- 
courage such industries and institu- 
tions as adhere to the principle of 
“equal pay for equal work, regard- 
less of sex.’’ 


Withdraw Age Limit Question. 

A resolution asking congress to enact 
legislation placing the age of consent of 
women at 21 years was withdrawn, be- 
fause it was desired that the association 
“sk for nothing but suffrage legislation. 

Ore of the five men delegates secured 
the withdrawal of a resolution directed 
@gainst what was called the spirit of 
Military aggression in the boy scout 
movement. 

A committee of five was appointed, with 
Miss Jane Addams as chairman, to draw 
UP & peace resolution to be passed tomor- 
tow by the executive council.

trict court. Young Landis admitted that 
he was a member of a school fraternity.

Meets at Members’ Homes. 

“Wot as the father of this boy, but 
as a citisen,” said Judge Landis, “I 
want to speak of the burden on the par- 
ent as well as the board for the devel- 
opment of our boys. This thing that 
my boy longs to never meets except 
at the homes of the parents of the mem- 
bers. 

“It has met many times at my home 
and a finer bunch of boys you won't 
find in the city. I have had a prejudice 
against ‘fraternities’ all my life and

never belonged to one, but this organ- 


ization has none of the snobbishness that 
I thought belonged to ‘ frats.’ 

“These boys have been unfortunate 
enough to be born and live in a city of 
over. 2,000,000 people, where their enter- 
tainment and amusement must be cre- 
ated artificially. I have no duty to per- 
form better than finding something good 
for my boy to take part in. 


Different in Judge’s Youth, 

“It was different in my school days. 
We had the woods. We : and 
fishing and the ‘ole swim@iin” hole.’ 
Democratic government prevails in my 
house. All doas they please there except 
when there is trouble and then we all 
stick together.” 

* I believe, as Judge Landis says,” said 
Mrs. Young, “ that something ought to be 
done for the boys.

The demonstration seemed to appall 
some of the more serious minded members 
of the committee, intent upon upholding 
the regulations that had been laid down 
by previous boards against the presence 
of “ frats”’ or “ sororities " in the Chica- 
go high schools. 

“Frats and sororities have been on 
trial here,” said Dean Sumner, one of 
the members of the committee. “ Young 
Landis has defied this board. I don't 
admire the moral toneof a boy who would 
sign a pledge not to join a fraternity and 
then join a fraternity. I do admire his 
frankness and honesty in edmitting it 
here, as he has done, 

“ But if he and his fraternity are given 
immunity we will wipe out the work of 
years in the direction of eliminating | 
\*frate’ from the high schools. 
‘frats’ will continue and we will have 
arrived nowhere, 


Dean Sumner Opposes, 

“T believe Mrs. Young is thoughtful 
and sincere when she recommends that 
these boys be sent back to their classes 
and their cases taken up individually later 
on further information, but there can 
be no further information. than these stu- 
dents have admitted—namely, that the 
fraternities exist, that they are secret, 
and that they are members of them.” 

“Tf that is an arraignment of my judg- 
ment,”’ said Mrs. Young rising and start-

. While there are hundreds of poor peo- 
ple who always live above want because 
they know how to get enough to eatfora 
very few cents a day, and how to use the 
product that is currently the least ex- 
pensive, there are great numbers who 
nearly starve because they have no food 
intelligence, or just ae conventional ideas 
above what they must have in order to 
be fed at all as some of those who are 
willing to help them, and spend four or 
five times as much as they need to in order 
to do s0. 

Go of a Saturday.evening to one of the 
larger stores in the less fortunate sec- 


tions of our large cities and what do you 
see? You will see the .meat counters 
thronged, while in the other parts of the 
store there will be but a scattered few. 
Meat is the first and major considera- 
tion. No one will be buying fruit, per- 
haps, because the poor quite universally 
consider fruit an unnecessary luxury and 
meat the very staff of life. Often they 
will be paying enough for a little cooked 
cold meat—not too well cookedi—to buy a 
peck of apples at the prices they have 
been this fall. 

If they would spend half the money 
they are spending for meat on beans, 
say the little pea beans at 5 cents « 
pound, and the other half on apples they 
would have food enough for several meals 
and better balanced meals than those of 
baker’s bread, cooked meat, and coffee, 
with perhaps some pickle to make the 
whole less digestible. 

Some time ago a young woman at- 
tempted suicide because she was so tired 


and coffee. She was terribly unin-

structed, of course, for she could have 
bought considerable broken rice, a pound 
of corn meal, 5 cents’ worth of potatoes, 
a bunch of carrots or perhaps five, and
